Farmers in Comanche County 
and in Texas and throughout th e , 
Cotton Belt will vote on the mar- • 
kettng quota referendum Satur­ 
day, December 12. 
Supplies of cotton for both mili­ 
tary and civilian use are suffi­ 
cient to last two years but there 
is not nearly that much food. 
That’s why A. E. Boyd, chair- 
manche, Comanche County AAA 
Committee, is asking all cotton1 
farmers again to vote in a cotton 
marketing quota referendum. 
Production of food and other 
I scarce warcrops should be of pri­ 
mary concern to all fanners this 
year for the same reason that 
making war materals has become 
the chief concern of manufactur­ 
ers. the chairman said in explain­ 
ing that the companies which us­ 
ed to make automobiles and type­ 
writers now are making airplanes 
and machine guns. 
i 
By holding cotton production 
I within the limits of the Nation’s 
I needs, dwindling supplies of lab- 
|or, machinery, chemicals, trans­ 
portation and storage facilities 
can be used to the best advantage 
in producing such crops as pea­ 
nuts, soybeans, pork, beef, and 


poultry and dairy products. 
“When 
the boys come back 
home, it would be pretty hard to 
explain to them why we kept on 
growing more cotton when they 
needed food and other things so 
badly. It’s bad enough to be 
hungry, but it’s worse when you 
have to fight while you’re hun­ 
gry,” Mr. Boyd said. 
Also at stake in the December 
12 referendum are Government i 
loans at 9 Opercent of parity. Un­ 
der existing law, price support 
loans 
are 
effective only 
when 
quotas are approved. 
Cotton farmers will decide the 
floor price of cotton when they 
vote on cotton marketing quotas 
Saturday, Dec. 12, Mr. Boyd de­ 
clared. 
He explained that OPA’s ceiling 
price on finished cotton goods 
automatically places ceilings on 
raw cotton but that they did not 
establish a floor. 
"The bottom price is left up to 


cotton fanners because loans at 
90 percent of parity are effective 
only when quotas are voted fav­ 
orably.” he continued. 
Despite 
a 
present 
24-millioa 
bale supply, cotton prices, which 
are supported by loans, are higher 
for the current crop year than 
they have been for several yeana 
Mr. Boyd said that farmers 
have a choice between planned 
marketing 
and 
loan-supported 
prices under a “Yes” vote and 
unlin. tet* marketing and no price 
support under a "No" vote. 
Ap, oximately 15 polling places 
are bting set up in the county 
where eligible producers may vo%s 
in the referendum.

Work is progressing nicely on 
placing caliche on Highway No. 
38 West from the Hilton Burks j

Work is also going forward on 
Mo. 36 from Hamilton to the Co­ 
manche County line despite the 
u a r according to the following 
from the Hamilton County News: 
In these turbulent days with 
"business as usual” impossible, 
and improvement projects halted 
toere and there, people have giv­ 
en little attention to one of the 
largest and most important con­ 
struction programs ever launched 
In Hamilton County. The project 
now underway to which the News 
has reference is the opening up 
of the right-of-way and the im­ 
provement of State Highway 36 
wrest from Hamilton city limits on 
Matn Street 
to the 
Comanche 
County line near Lamkin. 
Discussing 
the 
project 
with 
Judge J. B. Pool, who is always 
ready to talk “roads,” he remind­ 
ed th at the first allotment made 
toy the Texas Highway Department 
was in the sum of $30.000, which 
completed the Big Bear Creek 
bridge some four and one-half 
miles west of town. This included 
about one mile on either side of 
th e bridgd, improved to meet 
highway regulations. The second 
allotment of $50,000 was for the 
opening up and improvement of 
the gap between Hamilton and 
the connecting link at the new 
bridge. 
The construction project, under 
the supervision of John Hibits, 
State Maintenance Road Over­ 
seer in the Hamilton district, be­ 
gan with the building of short 


bridges, culverts and other drain­ 
age structures on the section of 
Highway 36 now being completed 
with crushed rock. The first big 
job was the cutting away “Dead 
Man’s Hill,” where no one was 
ever killed or even badly hurt, 
at the end of the paving on West 
Main. From that point the road 
runs slightly northwest through 
the Carl Embrey pastureland and 
winds slightly in a wide, graceful 
curve past the Hillcrest Dairy on 
the west. Then, hits a bee-line 
for Gentry’s Mill. The road is one 
of unusual scenic beauty, and will 
be fairly enduring. Owing to war 
emergency curtailing of materials, 
the road probably will not be as­ 
phalt topped until after the con­ 
flict is over. Mr. Hibits proved his 
ingenuity, or rather his pioneer 
training in thrift by using field 
stone 
for 
the construction 
of 
bridge piers, approaches and sup­ 
ports. Salvaged sucker rods from 
oil fields in various parts of the 
State are being used for steel re­ 
inforcement 
for 
the 
concrete 
floors of crossing structures. This 
material 
will continue 
in 
use 
throughout the entire distance on 
the other side of Big Bear Creek 
bridge, some five and one-half 
miles in length. (Judge Pool re­ 
flected, “the entire war debt of 
the United States could be wiped 
out in a little less than no con­ 
siderable time by using materials 
for construction and otherwise 
that ordinarily go to waste in this 
country.”) And, this too, to re­ 
commend the rock sections of the 
structures, they are truly beauti­ 
ful.

We believed in those peo­ 
ple and we had no occasion to 
question any request that they 
made. We granted every one just 
as they made it.”
